Watch out, hot young things. Julia 
Roberts is taking the gloves off. 

“I think the days of ‘Oh, we hit 40 
and we’re {bleeped}!’ are really over,” the 
actress, who is 41, tells Entertainment 
Weekly in its March 20 cover issue. 
“Because the best actresses around who 
are working with consistency are Susan 
Sarandon, Frances McDormand, Meryl 


Streep, Annette Bening, Holly Hunter. 
They’re not 30. And what’s going on 
with girls in their 20s? Where are the 
movies that are motivated by the 20- 
year-olds? There aren’t any! There cer- 
tainly aren’t as many as there were when 
I was in my 20s.” 

Roberts, who in the past has made 
a reported $20 million per picture, 
seems to be gearing up for the inevi-

On Tuesday an article in Newsweek 
asked if Roberts’ box-office reign might 
be over. The week before, Long Island 
newspaper Newsday wondered if the 
snarky romance-thriller about two for- 
mer spies, which co-stars Clive Owen, 
can restore Roberts “to the luster she 
once enjoyed.” 

“Everybody’s talking about ‘Oh, this 
is her comeback’ and ‘Ooh, she’s 41 and 
she’s working and not a lot of girls in 
their 40s are working,’ ” Roberts tells 
Entertainment Weekly “Well, I’mbaaaa- 
aaaack.” 

Unlike her family-oriented peers 
(Bradgelina or TomKat), Roberts and 
husband Danny Moder have maintained 
a distinctly more selective media pres- 
ence, and the Oscar-winning actress has 
emerged from her cocoon only to discuss 
her new film. 

It’s a romance-thriller about two for- 
mer spies— looking to score really big- 
in the underhanded world of corporate 
espionage. She and Clive Owen— the 
two were last seen viciously battling on- 
screen in 2004’s “Closer”— play charm-

ing scoundrels, madly in love but always 
unable to trust. 

But that’s just work. What has pre- 
occupied Roberts for the last few years 
has been motherhood, and the evidence 
of her other focus— Henry, 2, and twins 
Hazel and Phineas, 4— were seen shortly 
before an interview with the L.A. Times, 
hanging out at the entrance of the hotel. 
“We move as this pack,” says Roberts. 
“This morning, Danny got them ready 
while I got me ready Load them up in the 
car and here we come.” 

These days, Roberts has the air less of

a star who happens to be a mother and 
more that of a mother who occasionally 
dips her toe into the world of work. Even 
in a vaguely sterile hotel room, she ema- 
nates happiness, not the manufactured 
“I’m happy in this public situation” pro- 
fessional facade but that deep-in-your- 
bones calm that’s hard to fake. 

She is almost (miraculously) wrinkle- 
free, as if age and gravity have decided 
just to skip this one person. The skin is 
tawny, the hair blondish for the moment, 
the only seeming minute flaw an infini- 
tesimally small mole under one eye— 
only really apparent on a 20 -foot screen. 
Roberts insists it has always been there, 
and she and her minions are forever tell- 
ing the magazines not to airbrush it out 
because that “blands” out her face. 

The radiant grin, the signature of 
films such as “Pretty Woman,” “My Best 
Eriend’s Wedding” and “Notting Hill,” 
exists off-screen for the moment. While 
contemporaries such as Jennifer Anis ton 
and Sarah Jessica Parker are still look- 
ing for love in movies, Roberts says: “I 
can’t play those parts anymore. ... It just 
doesn’t work for me at 41, with three 
kids and happily married. It doesn’t hold 
the same interest that it did for me once 
upon a time.”

Coin’ hog wild

The scene: If there’s one thing you always can 
count on to draw a crowd, it’s bacon. The 
Publican, Fulton Market’s 5-month-old beer-, 
pork- and seafood-focused spot, didn’t start hyp- 
ing its new brunch until a few days before the 
event— and even then, it was done mostly through 
nontraditional means, including a series of well- 
planned mentions on Twitter. But come this past 
Sunday, the huge, beer hall-like dining room was 
abuzz. Judging by the number of orders we saw 
coming out of the kitchen and landing on tables 
around us, those who rushed to be there opening 
weekend were united by a common love of bacon. 

Though the Publican can be a scene on week- 
end nights, brunch looks to be a more casual affair. 
Noise levels are a bit lower than in the evening, 
and the large globe lights that set the place aglow 
after dark are turned off for a more subdued feel. 
Soon, whenever temps rise to tolerable levels, 
you’ll be able to snag a table by the front windows 
and catch a morning breeze. 

The cuisine: In matters of bacon, we expect 
nothing short of perfection from a place where a 


large black-and-white portrait of a hog lords over 
the dining room. The Publican didn’t let us down. 
The meat is served two ways: One is more or less 
traditional, though lovingly house-cured, bacon. 
The other is called “Publican bacon” ($5), which 
basically translates to super-thick slabs of sweet, 
sticky pork belly braised in maple syrup, then 
glazed with more syrup before serving. Do not 
approach said bacon without a fork and knife. 

The Publican gets a lot of attention for the 
kitchen’s prowess with pork, rightly so. But the 
unheralded story is that this place also knows 
fish. The little ham quiche ($11), accompanied by 
smoked fish (varieties will change weekly) and a 
bright salad of frisee and crisp apples ($11), is a fine 
way to get the best of both worlds. 

It’s not all pork and fish, either. There’s a rustic 
crock of wood-fired eggs, gouda and tart tomatoes 
spiced with harissa ($8); a light, crisp waffle with 
maple butter and pear compote ($7); and much 
more. Just don’t forget your side of bacon.

There always seems to be a shortage of good, mature movies 
for adults. And by “adult,” we’re not talking about porno films, 
but about movies that treat sex as both a natural part of human 
life and as just one part of that life. 

“Elegy” is about a middle-aged professor (Ben Kingsley) who gets involved 
with a considerably younger woman (Penelope Cruz), but this time the result is 
provocative and moving. Out this week on DVD, “Elegy” has been made with 
great sensitivity by Spanish director Isabel Coixet (“My Life Without Me,” “The 
Secret Life of Words”) and screenwriter Nicholas Meyer, who wrote several of 
the “Star Trek” movies as well as “The Human Stain.” 

Kingsley’s David Kepesh is a brilliant Columbia professor, an intellectual 
celebrity and a serial seducer of younger women— usually students— who 
gets around the university’s sexual harassment code by going after only coeds 
who have completed his class. He sets his sights on a beautiful undergraduate, 
Consuela Castillo (Cruz), a woman in her mid-to-late 20s from a Cuban family 
But instead of Consuela becoming just another conquest for Kepesh, whose 
usual methodology is to educate and mentor his young mistresses in matters of 
culture and sexuality, she begins to affect him as much as he does her. 

“Elegy” takes several dramatic turns that will not be mentioned here, but at 
every step the authenticity of Kingsley and Cruz prevent the story from 
becoming obvious in its portrayal of a May-December romance.

It’s not just a juvenile insult; realtor Peter 
(Paul Rudd) literally has no friends. When 
his fiance Zooey^s (Rashida Jones) friends 
warn her that a man with no friends will 
become too clingy, Peter sets out on a 
variety of frequently uncomfortable man- 
dates to find a pal and maybe a best man. 
Of course, Zooey feels left out after Peter 
hits it off with Sydney (Jason Segel) and 
the two start doing seemingly everything 
together. 

The buzz: Director/co-writer John 
Hamburg didn’t exactly impress anyone 
with the gross-out cliches of his last 
directorial effort, “Along Came Polly” 

But the can’t-miss combo of Rudd and 
Segel (who worked together on “Knocked 
Up” and “Forgetting Sarah Marshall”), an 
all-around awesome cast (also featuring 


Andy Samberg, Jaime Pressly Jon Favreau, 
J.K. Simmons and Jane Curtin) and the 
awkwardness-embracing premise means 
“Love” sounds more like a Judd Apatow 
movie than “Polly” or Hamburg’s other 
big writing efforts, “Meet the Parents/ 
Fockers.” 

The verdict: Who knew Hamburg had it 
in him? Sure, Apatow would never write 
fringe characters as one-note as Joe Lo 
Truglio’s “High-Voiced Guy” or Thomas 
Lennon’s wounded gay man. But the 
stuff that’s front and center in “I Love 
You, Man” is consistently hilarious. Rudd 
and Segel, an ideal comic pair, play off 
each other perfectly as a soft soul who 
never learned how to bond with dudes 
and the bro of all bros who’s also just a 
legitimately good guy

WASHINGTON The White House says President 
Obama realizes his talk show quip about the 
Special Olympics was a “thoughtless joke” and 
the group’s athletes deserve better. 

White House press secretary Robert Gibbs 
on Friday dealt with the fallout from Obama’s 
appearance onjay Leno’s “Tonight Show” In 
his bantering with the host, the president 
equated his subpar bowling skills with the 
Special Olympics. Obama later apologized to 
the chairman of the Special Olympics before 
the show aired. 

Gibbs said the president believes that 
the Special Olympics are “a triumph of the 
human spirit.” He added that Obama “under- 
stands that they deserve a lot better than the 
thoughtless joke that he made last night.” 

California First Lady Maria Shriver said the 
president’s joke was hurtful, although she is 
sure he didn’t mean it that way 

Obama later called Shriver’s brother, Tim 
Shriver, the Special Olympics chairman, 
to apologize. The siblings’ mother, Eunice 
Kennedy- Shriver, founded the Special 
Olympics and has championed the rights of 
the mentally disabled. 

Maria Shriver said the reaction to Obama’s 
joke shows there is still more work to do. She 
says laughing at such comments “hurts mil- 
lions of people throughout the world.” 

In other news, Obama will give the com- 
mencement address at the University of 
Notre Dame on May 17, Gibbs said Friday
